The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims 

Claim 13 "pass phase, wherein the contiguous output bins are one of touching 
and adjacent." has been changed to - -pass phase.- - 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate or render obvious the use of contiguous output bins with different 
output groups as required in the second pass phase by each of the independent claims. 
While the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences did maintain the rejection of 
certain claims with regards to the Walach reference examiner notes that applicant's 
arguments along with amendments to certain claims in the reply filed with an RCE dated 
1 -4-201 0 have overcome these rejections. In particular the question of contiguous 
output bins was not raised in front of the Board relative to the Walach reference.
